Problems of Peace. 


After five months of weary waiting the 
world at last is in sight of peace. On 
many of the important questions which 
have been the subject of so much con- 
troversy there ip aiready substantial 
agreement among the Council of Four, 
and it is not too: much to expect that the 
final drafting of the Peace Treaty will be 
now a matter of days. Full accord. how- 
ever, has not been reached, While the 
delegates are unahimous on most of the 
terms which will be submitted to 
Germany, there’ are two problems 
which still await ‘a solution. These are 
the problems of Danzig and the valley of 
the Saar. Other matters,.such as the fate 
of Fiume and the future of Constantinople, 
have not yet been settled; but they do 
not bear directly upon peace with’ Ger- 
many, which is the immediate ¢doncern of 
the Conference. Jt was clear from the 
start that the frontiers of Germany would 
present very real difficulties. The setting- 
up of a strong Poland necessitated the 
reconsideration <f the whole Baltic 
problem, and the just claim of the Poles 
to have access to the sea could be satis- 
fied only at the expense of some other 
nation’s privilege, Gen; iny controlled 
Poland's only posdible por: \ bat the popu- 
lation of this port, as well as that of the 
proposed corridor joining it io Poland, is 
overwhelmingly (Jerman. The obvious 
solution was to land over Danzig, lock, 
stock, and barrel, to “he Poles—Germany 
had lost the war. Modern statesmen, 
however, have leajned a bitter lesson from 
the methods of thp past by which millions 
of human beings were transferred by a 
mere scrape of the pen from master to 
master. The Cóuneil of Four has been 
seeking a better Way. It is hoped that a 
compromise may} be wade, possibly by 
the establishmeht of Danzig as a 
free port. In ‘the case of the Saar 
valley M. Clemenceau wants annexa- 
tion. Here, aitui

loth to forego the advantage which it 
brings. He is a fine figure in the Councils 


of the world—steadfast, uncompromising, 


and swept with a burning love for France— 
but he has found it hard to fall into line, 


with President Wilson. ‘The President 


has made allowances for age-long~ tradi- 


| tions, but of his main idea—that of a just 


and lasting peace—he has never lost sight, 
and in the demands of M. Clemenceau he 
sees its final rejection. Signor Orlando 
hag been sent to Paris to take Fiume back 


as the reward for Italian fidelity to the 


cause. In the French Premier he finds 
his natural ally, and sees more value in 
tangible guarantees and the sanctions of | 
foree than in President Wilson's dreams. 
There remains the Prime Minister of Eng- 
land. From the very beginning of the 
negotiations at Paris Mr. Lloyd George 
has played the chief part. In all matters 
of controversy; where passion often burst 
the bonds of prudence, his influence was 
brought to bear, and to him was left the 
task of reconciling conflicting interests 
and- helping peace over many a stile. At 
Foutaineblean some weeks ago he drew up 
a draft Peace Treaty quite alone. It is 
certain that he tried to steer a middle 
course between the extremes of his col- 
leagues. He is deeply concerned for the 
peace of mankind ; he has also the greatest 
sympathy with his great Ally ia her desire 
to maintain her place in the world; but 
he knows his duty. In determining the 
fate of millions of people sentiment must 
not overrule judgment. Danzig and the 
Saar valley are test cases of a principle. 
This principle has been received by the 
whole world with gratitude and joy, and 
on its impartial application may depend 
the fate of posterity. Peace with Germany 
is the immediate object of the Conference 
of Paris. When that is secured even 
greater problems l‘e ahead, The building of 
a new world on the ruins of the war will 
be a colossal undertaking. Unless the 
peace which will be signed in a few weeks 
is unsullied by the stains of selfishness 
it will be impossible. Never were four 
men charged with such a trust ; never did 
so much depend upon their stewardship. 


lrish Housing. 

The first reading of the Irish Housing 
Bill will be moved to-day in the House of 
Commons. ‘The second reading of the 
English Bill, which had been fixed for 
yesterday, has been postponed till next 
Monday. It is said to be the Govern- 
ment’s intention that the two Bills shall 
proceed pari passv, and shall reach the 
Statute Book at the same time. In loth 
countries the Governments housing 
measures are essential parts—indeed, the 
most important parts—of its policy of 
national reconstruction, The English Bill 
compels local authorities to submit and 
complete housing schemes. Financial 
assistance is authorised, with an extension 
of the period of repayment from thirty to 
eighty years; and tenants are enabled to 
purchase their own houses by a system of 
weekly payments. The English Local 
Government Board will take up 75 per cent. 
of any liability which local authorities 
may incur, but the Bill gives them no 
absolute pretection against the danger of 
heavy loss. In England and Wales the 
housing problem is more rfral than wrban. 
Already application has been made for 
sites which will provide 80,000 houses, but 
there are 1,800 Housing authorities in the 
country, and it is probable that a total of 
not less than 500,000 houses will be re- 
quired, The problem in Ireland is mainly 
urban, thanks to the admirable working 
of the Labourers Acts, Its extent and 
dificulties were explained fully by the 
deputation -which approached the Chief 
Secretary at the end of February. Sir 
Robert Anderson and other speakers 
accepted the estimate of the Irish Conven- 
tion's Housing Committee—that 67,500 
houses will be required at a total cost of 
about ‘£27,000,000. In his reply Mr. 
Macpherson outlined the provisions of the 
Bill which will be introduced to-day. Tha 
new scheme will be based on a method of 
“ reasonable ” rents, and the gap between 
the economic rents and these “ reason- 
able’’ ‘rents will be bridged by the 
Treasury. On the question of loans for 
building purposes the Chief Secretary's 
statement was less satisfactory. The 
deputation made a strong case for a 
generous system of loans from the Treasury. 
Mr. Macpherson said that, “so far as his 
negotiations with the Treasury had gone,” 
he understood that it would refuse to grant 
such loans. The loans must be borrowed 
in the open market or from the banks, 
and it was Mr. Macpherson's view that the 
Irish, nanks would not be unwilling 
to accommodate local authorities. On this 
point the deputation was unanimously 
sceptical, It did not believe that the 
banks would agree to make large loans 
over long periods, and it urged the Chiet 
Secretary to make further representations 
to the Treasury. Since that time the 
Housing Committee of the Dublin Cor- 
poration has put the question directly to 
the leading banks in Ireland. The re- 


plies, on the whole, endorse the deputa- | 


tion's fears, Some of the banks say 
plainly that they cannot make loans for 
housing. The majority refuse a definite 
answer until full details of the Govern- 
ment's scheme are before them. No bank 
reveals the slightest enthusiasm for Mr. 
Macpherson’s suggestion. i 

The important circular which the Irish 
Local Government Board has addressed to 
the borough and urban authorities sets out 
the financial basis of the proposed scheme 
fer the housing of the working classes in 
towns. It shows that Mr. Macpherson has 
not wholly prevailed with the Treasury in 
the matter of loans for building. In cases 
of necessity the Treasury is prepared to 


make loans (at the market rate of interest) 


from the Local Loans Fund ; but “ wherever 
possible, and in particular in the casé of 
large authorities, loans should be raised 
by the authorities themselves in the open 
market.”’

VICEREGAL COMMISSION OF 
INQUIRY APPOINTED. 


A Viceregal Commission has been appointed 
to inquire into the circumstances under which 
prisoners escaped recently from the prisons in 
Cork and Dublin. Mr. Justice Kenny has been 
appointed Chairman of the Commission, and 
associated with him as members of the Commits- 
sion will be Major E. W. Briscoe, one of the 
Commissioners of Hie Majesty's Prisons in Eng- 
land, and Mr. William McGann, J.P., a former 
Irish Prison Governor. The duties assigned to 
the Commission are to investigate and report—- 
(1) As to the cirbumstances connected with the 

escape of prisoners within the last twelve 
months from His Majesty's prisons in Cork 
and Dublin. 

(2) As to the authorities, officials, and other 
persons, if any, who, in the opinion of the 
Commissioners, aided and abetted or con- 
nived in such escape, or whe by their 
negligence, default, or breach of duty con: 
tributed thereto. 

3) As to any precautions or provisions which, in 
the opinion of the Commissioners, should be 
adopted to obvimte any such estape of at- 
tempt to escape in the future. 

(4) As to any alterations, additions, or améend- 
ments in the existing rules and regulations 
for the government of the prisons in Íre- 
lend and the control and custody of 
prisoners, including all existing conditions 
and provisions as to amelioration.
